' COAL mining rights of the Domin- 
ion, in Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Al- 
berta, the Yukon Territory, the Nor- 
th-West Territorics and British Col 
umbia, may be leased for a term o! 
twenty-one years at an annual ren- 
tal of $1 an acre. Not more thar 

2,560 acres will be leased to one au- 
Bilesnt 


Applications for a lease must — be 
made to the Agent of sub-Agent of! 
the district in which the rights appli- 
ed for’ are situated, 


In surveyed territory the land must 
be described by sections and in un- 
surveyed territory the tract applied 
fo” shall be staked out. 


Each application must be accom- 
panied by a fee of $5 which will he 
refunded if the rights applied for are 
not available but not otherwise. <A 
reyalty shall be paid on the merchan- 
table output of the mine at the rate 
of five cents per ton, 


Every lessee of coal mining rights 
which are not being operated — shal! 


furnish the district agent of Domin- 
ion Lands with a sworn statement 
to that effect at least once in each 
year. 


The lease will include the coal min 
ing rights only, but the lessce may 
be permitted to purchase whatever 


the mine at the rate of $10 an acre.
